Mexico.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Vera Cruz (Mr. L. J. Nunn) on the trade of that district 
in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

The trade of Vera Cruz, as far as foreigners are concerned, is 
principally in the hands of Spanish, German and French firms, 
there being only one British house. All the wholesale houses 
without exception maintain a retail department. A large part of 
the commerce of Vera Cruz is also in the hands of commission 
houses, these concerns generally acting as custom-house brokers, | 
forwarding agents, steamship agents, &c. All are ready to under- | 
take commissions, either buying or selling, but none of them will 
make purchases direct from abroad for their own account with a 
view of introducing new goods, if there is any personal risk in the 
undertaking. 

The cost of living has doubled during the last five years, and only 
the well-to-do are in a position to purchase goods of foreign origin to 
any extent. 

Many enquiries from manufacturers at home are of a nature where 
a satisfactory reply is difficult to make, the conditions in Mexico 
differing very greatly from those in the United Kingdom. Frequently 
information is asked for the addresses of wholesalers, brokers or 
retailers, distinctions which can hardly be said to exist in Mexico. 

For example, wholesale machinery and hardware importers sell 

anything from a needle to a complete sugar mill. There are 

wholesale haberdashers and linen drapers doing a very large busi- | 
ness who will also sell a cargo of cement, and who are at the same time 
interested in the manufacture of cigarettes. A timber merchant is 
also the owner of a plant for rectifying spirits and distilling liquors. 
Goloshes and other waterproof articles are sold principally by the 
ironmonger. The wholesale chemist with the usual. retail department 
attached will show in the window of his shop at Christmas time 
probably the best selection of dolls to be found in the town, and so on 
throughout all branches of trade. 

All persons engaged in commercé in Vera Cruz and many of those 
in the interior are members of the ‘“‘Camara Nacional de Comercio 
de Vera Cruz” (National Chamber of Commerce of Vera Cruz), to 
whom catalogues and similar matter (which should be in Spanish) 
might be sent.

The British Vice-Consul at Tuxpan (Mr. G. A. Grahame) reports 
as follows:— | 

In general the United States control the commercial situation 
both as regards imports and exports. This is entirely owing to 
the proximity of the American markets and also to the energy 
of the American traveller. American goods of all kinds, as a

general rule, are made to sell on their appearance, although on 
the average they are inferior to goods of British manufacture, to say 
nothing of the inferiority in packing. To mention one line alone, that 
of groceries and tinned foods in general. Owing to carelessness in 
despatching and packing, cases are often broken or damaged and the 
contents partly missing, either having been stolen or merely fallen 
out and been lost, and in general this is a loss to the customer. The 
exact contrary is the case with British goods, and their quality is far 
superior to the American, and moreover is uniform. In spite of this, 
practically the entire grocery business on this coast is in American 
hands. Groceries and preserves of all kinds are in considerable demand 
in the oilfields district, especially by the foreign employés, owing to 
the difficulty in most up-country camps in obtaining fresh provisions. 
From some enquiries the Vice-Consul made in the United Kingdom 
on this point, it appears that British manufacturers are unwilling to 
give any credit on such products, claiming that the profits are too 
sniall to allow of it, whereas for the Mexican market, where so much 
delay is experienced i in arrival of merchandise, it would be necessary 
to have three months’ credit. Other cases could be mentioned where 
the same remarks would apply.

The figures im italics are based, 
wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under 
which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, t.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

H.M. Legation state that in the latter half of 1911 the excellent 
coffee crop and the high prices of coffee were important factors in the 
expansion of trade in Venezuela. Of the exports in 1911, valued at 
10,724,031 bolivars (£428,960), classified under United Kingdom 
and British Colonies, about 6,561,000 bolivars (£262,440) went to 
the United Kingdom, and about 4,051,000 bolivars (£162,000) to 
Trinidad ; the imports from Trinidad the same year were valued at 
about £26,000 only, owing to the surtax of 30 per cent. levied in 
Venezuela on imports from the West Indies.

It is stated that the draft Rules, which are published for general 
information, will be taken into consideration by the Governor-General 
in Council on the expiration of two months from the date of their 
publication in the “ Gazette of India.” 

The Rules are given in considerable detail, but as regards the 
provisions dealing with the importation of explosives, it is provided 
that no explosive shall be imported into British India by land or sea: 

(i.) unless it is an authorised explosive, 

(ii.) except under and in accordance with the conditions of a 
licence granted under these Rules,— provided that this sub- 
clause (ii.) shall not apply to explosives conveyed or landed 
in anticipation of the grant of a licence in certain cases, 
or to explosives defined as “ammunition” under the Indian 
Arms Act, 1878, imported under prescribed regulations. 

Explosives may not be imported by sea, except into the ports of— 

Calcutta (including Moyapur and Diamond Harbour), 
Rangoon, Madras, Rombay, 
Calicut, Karachi and Aden. 

It is, however, provided that— 

(i.) Crackers may be imported into the ports of Negapatam and 
Moulmein. 

(ii.) Explosives which have passed the test (if any) prescribed by 
these rules at Rangoon, Madras or Bombay, may be re- 
imported : ) 

(a) From Rangoon into the por’s of Akyab, Moulmein, 
Sandoway, Kyaukpyu, avoy, Mergui and Victoria 
Point. 

(6) From Madras into the ports of Tuticorin, Cochin, 
Bimlipatam, Coconada, Neyapatam, Mangalore, 
Gopalpore, Vizagapatam, Pambaa and Musilapatam, 
or 

(c) From Bombay into the ports of Cochin and Man- 
galore, and 

(iii.) An explosive which has passed the test prescribed by the 

Rules for the time being in force made by the Governor 
of the Straits Settlements in Council may be imported 
from Penang into the port of Victoria Point. 

No explosives, other than those required bona fide for blasting 
purposes, shall be imported from Portuguese India. 

No licence for the importation of any explosive shall be granted 
unless such explosive is certified by the testing authority to have 
passed the prescribed test specified in Schedule 1 of the Rules. No

be imported, under certain prescribed conditions, by sea and ianded, 
in anticipation of the grant of a licence to import, at any port at which 
the landing of such explosive is permitted. 

Further, any authorised explosive may be imported into British 
India by land in anticipation of the grant of a licence to import if it 
is certified by the manufacturer to be of British manufacture. 

The fee payable for a licence to import explosives by land or sea is 
10 rupees, except in cases where the explosives have been re-imported 
from any port for importation into which a licence has been granted 
under these Rules, when the licence payable is 1 rupee only. The 
licences are valid for such period as the licensing authority deems 
necessary. : 

The Rules are not applicable to the importation, &c. of 

(1) Toy fireworks (such as paper caps for toy pistols). 

(2) Capped safety cartridge cases, if otherwise empty, when 
imported in the same consignment with licensed arms, or 

(3) Tri-nitro-toluol when packed in staunch and substantial 
barrels or cases constructed of wood not less than one inch 
in thickness. 

The term ‘authorized explosive” is held to mean an explosive in- 
cluded in a list of authorised explosives prepared by the Chief 
Inspector of Explosives with the Government of India.

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA.

The projected line from Beira to the Zambesi river (see ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 22nd February last, p. 428), 

Sena Railway. which is generally spoken of as the “Sena Rail- 
way, has been contemplated for a number of years, 

indeed as far back as 1895. At last, however, there is apparently 
very good reason to hope that the construction will be begun 
during 1912. This line, which must eventually link up with the 
railway at present in Nyasaland, would certainly be of immense 
benefit to the port of Beira as well as to the Mozambique Company’s 
territory in general, opening up the rich country between the Buzi 
and Zambesi rivers, besides affording the Nyasaland Protectorate 
direct and easy communication with an excellent harbour. This 
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scheme is of the utmost importance to all those who are interested in 
the welfare of this territory and Nyasaland, and great hopes are 
entertained that the construction will soon be commenced. 


TURKEY. 
It is announced in the ‘‘ London Gazette” of 14th May that H.M. 
Wie. of Ambassador at Rome has reported to the Foreign 
Rhodes Island Office that on 12th May the Italian Govern- 
‘ ment notified the establishment of an effective 
blockade of the Island of Rhodes from the 4th May, and that a 
period of 24 hours was allowed within which neutral vessels might 
leave the blockaded area. 

The town of Rhodes remains open to commerce subject to con- 

ditions to be prescribed by the Italian military authorities.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
With reference to the notice on p. 139 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 18th April relative to the discovery of 
os ora potash deposits at Borax or Searle’s Lake in San 
~ ornia. —_ Bernardino County, California, the British Vice- 
Consul at Los Angeles (Mr. C. W. Mortimer) reports that the existence 
of these deposits has been known for some time past to an English 
syndicate, which controls the entire territory in which they are situated. 
It appears that the potash from the bed of Searle’s Lake, which is 
8 to 12 miles in length and 4 miles at its greatest width, is not of the 
character of the potash found in Germany, 1.e., it is not crystalline, 
but in solution. In testing the property for potash, wells were sunk 
at the four corners, and also in the middle of the lake, to a depth of 
several hundred feet. 
The Vice-Consul understands that it is proposed to build a pipe 
line from the lake to tide water. (C. 3,932.)

the British Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. . 


Bmore Turner) has now forwarded the following addi- 
for Hemp. tional information, supplied by the inventor, 


regarding the process adopted for separating the 
fibre from the stalks :— 

The hop stalks are, at. the time of picking, cut into lengths of 
about 80 to 100 cm., stretched, and made up into bundles of from 
15 to 20 cm. in diameter. After having been dried for one or two 
days, they are steeped in water. This process is most important and 
demands the greatest attention ; its object is the destruction of the 
gummy, resinous substance between the “bast” and the wood. The 
bundles are laid in standing or running water, and kept down by 
stones ; the under bundles must not, however, be allowed to touch 
the bottom. It is found that the steeping goes better in running 
water, as the fibres are less damaged. In both cases the time taken 
depends on the temperature of the water, and it is very difficult to 
judge the right moment at which to remove the bundles from the 
water. The sticky substance must be so thoroughly dissolved that 
there is no more power of adhesion between the bark and the wood, 
but if the bundles are kept too long in the water, the durability of 
the fibre will suffer. At a temperature of 77° Fahrenheit, the steeping 
should be complete in from 8 to 10 days in running water; in 
standing water in 14 days. It is impossible to lay down a fixed rule 
in either case. 

The steeping is completed as soon as it is possible to remove the . 
“bast” easily. When the “sticks” are taken from the water, they 
are spread out thinly over a meadow to dry; then they are again 
collected into small bundles and stacked, taking care that the 
bundles are not piled one on top of the other for fear of generating 
heat. They are then stored in a dry and airy place. The 
“bruising ” (brechen) is performed as time permits. If a man has 
enough labour at his disposal, he can have the “bast” stript off 
and then swung at once, that is to say the fibres freed from 
the ‘‘bast.’’ Before the one or the other process is carried out, the 
vines must be very well dried; this can be done in a moderately warm 
oven, but this method of drying is not recommended, as it is found 
to render the fibres hard and brittle. (9,775.)

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Seoul (Mr. H. A. C. Bonar) on the trade of Corea in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


The cultivation of cotton in Corea appears to be progressing satis- 
factorily, and there is a great desire on the part 
Cotton Growing. of the authorities that this enterprise should e 
pushed on and developed, as it is of great promise 
The area under cultivation at the end of 1911 was estimated at about 
125,000 acres. The output for 1911 is estimated at 33,940,000 Ibs., 
as against 17,333,000 lbs. in 1910, an increase of nearly 100 per cent. 
The export for 1911 shows a decrease owing to the fact that, as in 
the case of cereals, the 1911 crop was not shipped during the year. 

A company, known as the “ Kankoku Menkwa Kaisha,” has for 
some years been cultivating cotton in Corea, and an attempt is being 
made to establish a second company for the same purpose under the 
title of “ Chosen Menkwa Kaisha” (see “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
1st June, 1911, p. 480). The promoters of both companies are cotton 
spinners in Japan. 





MISCELLANEOUS, 


UNITED KINGDOM. 


According to a report in the “ Board f Trade Labour Gazette ” for 
May,* employment showed a satisfactory recove 
Pveccy Se Sia April from the effects of the resent coal dispute, 
in April. and at the end of the month had nearly returned 
ae to the good conditions obtaining in February. 

. The precise course of employment after the end of the coal strike is 
obscured by Easter falling at the end of the first week in April. In 
a few cases the holidays were curtailed, in order that the earliest 
opportunity of resuming fall work might not be missed; but in most 
cases they were considerably extended. The general result, in the

trades for which particulars were obtained by the Labour Department, 
was that the decline in employment was continued and accentuated 
during the first two weeks of April ; the lowest level was reached in 
the week ending April 13th. In the following week there was a pro- 
nounced improvement, and in the week ending April 27th employ- 
ment may be regarded as having recovered from the effects of the 
dispute in most industries. 

Of the trades noted in the April “ Labour Gazette ” as having been 
most severely affected, the pig-iron industry began to improve in the 
second week in April, but the improvement was very gradual until 
the fourth week, by the end of which the number of furnaces in blast 
had risen to within 25 per cent. of the number at the end of February ; 
tinplate and sheet-steel mills were about a week earlier in resuming 
something like normal operations. ‘The iron and steel trade was most 
severely affected in the first week of April, but from the end of the 
second week it showed a very rapid improvement. The pottery trade 
began to improve in the second week, and the brick trade in the third 
week of April; employment in the glass-bottle trade, on the other 
hand, remained very depressed until the fourth week, when it was 
still a good deal worse than at the end of February. 

Compared with a year ago, there was an improvement in most of 
the principal industries, particularly in the iron and steel, cotton, 
lace, hosiery, and boot and shoe trades. On the other hand the pig- 
iron industry was considerably worse than a year ago, and there was 
also a decline in the glass and brick trades, these industries being still 
affected by the recent coal dispute. 

In the 394 trade unions, with a net membership of 833,019, 
making returns, 30,222 (or 3°6 per cent.) were returned as unem- 
ployed at the end of April, 1912, compared with 11°3 per cent, at 
the end of March, 1912, and 2°8 per cent. at the end of April, 
1911.

3d. for the second volume, and 3s. ld. for the 
supplement. This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
caine information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports ef each article consigned from and to 
each country; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement *’ for 1908 and earlier years. : 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes..

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Confidential information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was. made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of e Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to. make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. : | 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it’ will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. | 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. | 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Part II.— Unemployment. 
(Applications to the Umpire.) 


In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received applications for 
decisions as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following classes of workmen :— 


41. Men engaged in the manufacture of Perambulators, Mail 
Carts and Folding Cars. 


42. Men engaged in cleaning, overhauling, repair and general 
maintenance of Arc Lamps and Incandescent Lamps used for public 
street lighting. 


43. Workpeople employed by Electric Supply Company :— 

(a) Labourers excavating for new runs of mains and re- 
placing old mains. 

(b) Service Layers laying pipes for new service work to 
consumers premises. 

(c) Jointers engaged in the general jointing of mains and 
service work. 

(d) Cable Gangs drawing in new cable, drawing out old 
cable and temporarily jointing same. 

(e) Watchmen watching firms’ work in progress during the 
night and at week ends. 

(f) Bricklayers’ building boxes, manholes and fitting box 
covers. 

(g) Smiths engaged in general constructional ironwork. 

(h) Turners and Fitters employed part of their time on arc 
lighting maintenance work and the remainder on constructional 
ironwork. 


44. Workpeople employed by Electric Supply Company :— 

(a) Carpenters making Meter Brackets and doing all- car- 
pentering repair work in connection with meter section. 

(b) Meter Fixers fixing all meter brackets and meters in 
consumers premises, helping to make meter brackets and assist- 
ing meter readers when necessary. 

(c) Fuse Hands making the ordinary fuses used by the 
company and repairing small faults in wires and fuses in con- 
sumers’ premises. 

(d) Boys assisting meter fixers and carpenters. 

(e) Clock Hands testing, cleaning, repairing, and adjusting 
meters. 

(f) Bench Hands connecting rivetting labels, os and 
painting meters. 

45. Workpeople employed by Electric Supply Company :— 
Boiler Cleaners described as cleaning out the inside of 
boilers and removing scale. 
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46. Workpeople employed by Electric Supply Company: Wiremen 
(Show room) fitting up appliances, running wires, making joints and 
carrying out experiments and tests. 

47. Employees of Railway Company :— 

. (a) Relayers relaying track with new material when old is 
worn out. Laying in new sidings—carrying out alterations and 
extensions as required but not employed in constructional work 

of any magnitude. 

(6) Bridge Carpenters maintaining all timber work in the 
various bridges on the Company’s railway, including the 
inspection and replacing of any defective material. 

(c) Platelayers maintaining the lines of the railway so far 
as the track, bridges, ditches, drains, trains, &c. are concerned ; 
replacing any defective materials such as rails, fishplates, bolts, 
sleepers, &c., and generally keeping the track in good running 
order.

(4) As Gill and Hackle Setters in repairs of gills and hackles, 
almost entirely replacing broken pins. 

(5) As Turners and Fitters in adjustment and upkeep ‘of 
machinery. 

(6) As Blacksmiths and Tinsmiths in upkeep of plant. 

(7) As Firemen and Engine Tenters in stoking boilers, standing 
by engines and oiling.

(i.) Copper fittings and appliances. (Coppersmiths, &c.) 
(ii.) Forgers (including drop forgers). 
(iii.) Sheet Metal Workers. 
(iv.) Persons employed in :— 
(1) The manufacture of castings in steel foundries. 
(2) In machine shops in connection therewith in steel 
foundries.
